It luayaa 1 ho poet* auddistrieVrn 
they now are, open for the commercial'conve¬ 
nience of the good people of tbo State; sml 
even the custom house would not betaksn 
from the port or harbor where they now arc.

Nor yet is it ob¬ 
liged to keep a large sum of money ly¬ 
ing utierapluyed; and for this simple rea¬ 
son—if there ia always a certain amount of 
the apppropriation of one year remaining 
to be paid in the next; thee ia also a 
much larger amount of revenue earned 
in the one year, which in consequence of 
our credit system of revenue is not paid 
until the next. Under the former system 
of long credits, which is still partly in 
operation, two-thirds of the revenue earn¬ 
ed in any one year, and secured by the 
beat commercial security, fall, due in one 
year, and is paid in the next Under the

IN SENATE. 

Mr. Silsbce presented sundry resolu¬ 
tions fiotn the Legislature of Massachu 
sens, remonslrating against the passage 
of the bill pending lor the reduction of the 
Tarifl’dutlcs, which were laid on the ta¬ 
ble, and ordeted to be p-lnled. 

Mr. Dallas presented the resdutionV 
passed at a meeting of 3000 citizens of 
Philadelphia, also against the pending 
bill for the reduction of the Tariff; which 
u-crc laid on the table and ordered to be 
printed. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 

The Senate then proceeded again to 
consider the bill to provide further for 
the collection of the dutie> on imports, 

Mr. Grundy asked leave to re-slaic 
what had been already stated by the Chair 
man of the Committee on the Judiciary, 
as to the amendments which rite Coni 
tni.tec proposed lo move in the bill. 

The first amendment was ro strike out, 
in the 39th clause of the 1st section, the 
words "prevent,or,” (the effect of width 
is to exclude the power proposed to oe 
conferred on the President of the United 
States o use military force lo p-even , 
as well as suppress any riotous assem¬ 
blage, Uc.) The second was to limit the 
operation of the bill lo tho close of the 
next session of Congress. 

As the amendments are of much imV. 
poitance, ho had felt desirous to present 
them more distinctly to the consideration 
of rite Senate. 

Mr. Bibb of Kentucky then rose ar.d 
addressed the Senate.

No fact was communicated in the Exec¬ 
utive Message lo Congres as having oc¬ 
curred in South Carolina, but what was 
done by the People of South Carolina in 
their chaiacier of a S'atc. And here 
once (or all, he would observe, that when 
lie spoke of a S'atc, he did not mean an 
in'aiigible being, without soul, intelli¬ 
gence, or mot al responsibility; but of a 
State in the sense in which the term was 
always understood in inter national law,

•‘should be Iree and independent ‘>7nfe*”—not 
n State, hut Slates —anil that "ns fren ami 
independent St-ites" ke., sec 1st volume of 
the l,nw*. It was thus apparent in the very 
act of declaration, that it was tliirtren States 
wiiicb had formed an alliance, and thnt it was 
not a single State, hut thirteen Constel¬ 
lations, [Stars.] Immediately afterwards n 
committee was appointed to form tit tides of 
Confederation. 

Tills Committee was appointed on the 11th 
June, 177G. So thnt it would ho found by ta¬ 
king the dates as they appear in the 1st vol 
umc uf the laws, that so far from these articles 
of confederation' being in existence at the time 
wheu the Declaration of Independence was 
framed, they had not eveo been reported. 
They were reported subseqnenlly, wero n- 
greed on by the Congress, and sent to all the 
States for their concurrence. The ratifira- 
tionn of the Slates were made at different pe¬ 
riods. The Slate of New Hampshire ratified 
them on the 8th of August. 1778, l|)o States 
of Massachusetts. Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New Yoik, and New Jersey, ratified them in 
November. 1779; Pennsylvania ratified them 
ii‘2d July, 1778; Delaware, by one of her Di l 
egaics, ratified them on the 13lh Feb. 1779, 
and on the 5th May by the other; Marylsrd 
ratified them on llie 1st or March! 1781; N 
Carolina, on the 1st of July. 1778; end Geor¬ 
gia and South Carolina on the 4th July; 1778 
This shows conclusively, that instead of being 
a single, consolidated nation, the Slides never 
came into llio Confederation until alter the 
Inst Slate had adopted them in 1781. 

The very preamble of the articles was itself 
,a refutation of tlm idea that this is a single na 
tion. He read (he preamble; and then refer 
red to the lint nrticlr, which declare* that 
each Stale retains it* sovereignty, freedom 
and independence, and every light and power 
which was not expressly delegated. So far, 
therefore, from being ene nation, deriving its 
character of nationality from the Declaration 
oflndependcnce, it appeared that tho Declara¬ 
tion preceded even the Coni 
Slates. He then adverted to the language of 
the sreond article, by which the States pledg 
ed themselves To defend tliemselres against 
any attacks which might he made on them, or 
on either or them; and further, to the terms uf 
(lie 13lb article, in which it ia declared that 
•na alteration shall be made in these artirles, 
tin less by the authority of Congress, after¬ 
wards confirmed by the sanction of every slate. 
Ho bart thus slated tho language of the Arti¬ 
cles of Confederation on this point. 

In February. 1787, Congress, in pursuance 
of the-power which was contained In the Ar 
tides or Confederation, pointing out the mode 
by which they might he amended, passed re¬ 
solutions. which might be found in the Laws, 
vol. i. p. 50, the preamble and the terms of 
the.irsolutiona thrmsrlvca, hearing out the 
views which lie had already given of this sub¬ 
ject. These resolutions were reported, sub 
milted to the different Legislatures, and by 
them acted on. Acrordingto the express Ian 


coni of Iho past from our public archicves. 

It was provided by one ortho* articles,that 
tho ratification of nine States should be sufli- 
cirnt fur the rsluldislimenl of the Constitution 
between the Sintra so ratify ing.

But he would go yet 
further, and show ihol it was a compact which 
uus then formed, and not n government, in 
the sense in which it is used in the proclama¬ 
tion and in the message.. It was hut a com 
pact; and, lik> all other compacts, its fulfil- 
nwut depend* on the observance of good faith 
among the poueis which were parties to it. 
Nothing but dial good faith could preserve it. 
But before he would go into Hint point, he de 
sired to call the attention of »ho Senate to the 
declaration of two of the Siatys, when they ra¬ 
tified the Convention, He Hu n road some 
extracts from the declaration of Massachusetts, 
which uses the language “in the name of the 
Slate,'’ Ac. and ol some of I lie other States, 
which adopt the same phraseology. So that 
llirre was not one of these which did not com¬ 
mence. “in the name of the State.” They re¬ 
fer to the acts of Assembly, which give them 
power to act, and under which they ratified 
the Constitution. The ratification of Massn 
ilmsetls emphatically declines it a compact 
by the State; and the ratification of New 
linmpshiro and Rhode Island used the same 
words. 

He would now procerd to show that nur go¬ 
vernment was so complete a compact, that Hie 
very organization of the government, its Ida's 
blood noil vitality, could only be circulated 
thrdbgh tlie instrumentality of the Slate Iai 
gislsturrs. How was (bis Senate constituted? 
By tho State Legislatures themselves. This 
body, equally representing all the States,could 
not continue its existence without the consent 
of the Stale Legislatures. Hrie was a provi 
sion which could not be got rid of. Without 
(his body, not a law could be passed, yet it 
could not exist without tho consent of the 
Stale Legislatures. So it was also in refer 
ence to Iho appointment of I’rrsidrnlial elec 
tors. IIow were these appointed' 1 To the 
U. Slates as n single nation? No. • They were 
chosen according to the representation of the 
Sln'es, having a reference to federal number*. 
There had been not long since a violent slrtig 
glein this body on the 'subjrct of fixing the 
fractions of the ratio, because of the. intqunli 
ty of those fractions, which ate in some of the 
States inconsiderable, while in others they n- 
moiintcd to nearly’(he entire ratio. 

Another evidence in favor of his views he 
deduced from the arlic.e 10 the Constitution, 
which provides that the U States shall guar¬ 
antee to every State ia the Union a republi¬ 
can form of Government, Thro tlicrc was a 
comppet between the several States, and be¬ 
tween them and the U. Stairs, for the guar¬ 
antee to Csch of a republican form of govern 
mrnt 

But without going into any minute detail*, 
he would put a simple proposition. Was it 
not in the power of the States at any moment 
to dissolve the government, by refusing to 
elcet Senators, or to permit themselves to be 
leprcsenlcd in the legislative branch? This 
would be an insurmountable difficulty. Tlir 
dissolution of llie Senate alone would bn fatal 
to the rontinoanrr of the government. It de¬ 
pend* on the fidelity with which llie State Le¬ 
gislatures fulfil their part of the compact, by 
electing Senator*, and doing what other things 
arc necessary on their part, to keep the go¬ 
vernment together. A majority concerting 
together could destroy this government at any 
moment they pleased. Away then with the 
idea thxt this is n single Nation? This is not 
the government of a single Nation. It is noth 
iag else but a federal compact, depending for 
ita exiatenco on the fidelity with which the 
parlies to-it filfil their obligations. He admit 
led at Iho same time. Ilia! (he U Stales po* 
sessed the power to make laws ia conformity 
with the Constitution, which, under llitt pow¬ 
ers given to the General Government, might 
be made operative upon individual States 
through Iho Executive, Legislative and Juili 
cial organa. 

i Here Mr. Bilib gave way; and. on motion of 
Mr. King, the Senate adjourned.

people or community, but llmt we had been 
suvb from the planting of the colonics on this 
continent” 

The apprehension that some one of the 
Stales, like Aaron’s rod, will swallow: up the 
rest, is so great with the Doctor, that tic will 
not even hear the truth oHiisInry told. Were 
wc not on it in by n common allegiance to the 
crow n of Great Britain under the regal govern¬ 
ment? \lcie we not united in opposition to 
the oppressions of (Imt government as omted 
coi.okiks? Were we not united after we 
achieved our Independence as a coufedeha- 
cr? and are we not now united under a Fede¬ 
ral Government by the Constitution of the U. 
Stales? Can any one of these notorious fact* 
be denied? No. But wo do deny the Infer¬ 
ence from such a condition of tilings, that the 
State Governments, or the people composing 
the separate, communities under the local gov- 
crnmints, lore any of their right* by the JVn- 
lional Union which (lie several sovereign and 
independent Slates have foimrd tty the Con 
Milulion of a General Government. On the 
contrary five hold that they have acquired rights 
of immense value, derived from Iho compact 
ofuinon; anil have reserved rights of the high¬ 
est importance also, secured under it; and we 
consider that man llie best mserter of State 
rights, who devotes himself to maintain the 
acquired rights mid reserved rights of the States. 
This can only be done by preserving the U- 
nion —and preserving the strict limitations pre¬ 
scribed in its Constitution. Wo knuw that 
Addrrw Jackson is devoted to accomplish 
both these object* in the present r.risis; and 
we shall regret it extremely if Doctor Cocke 
cannot go with him.

Now sir, let me ask 
tlie question, is your country happier than it 
was in 1810 or 1834? or are there belter pro* 
peels for the msnufaetorers now than then? 
would it not have bee* more wise and politic 
to have had some firm data on which we could 
rest our views, and be certain of a steady com 
mcrcc and exchange of produce? Has not 
this fickle and changeable mode of doing bu 
sines* been the ruin of thousands? Has it not 
filled your country full of sp'culaton nnd com¬ 
mercial rogues? Has it not brought disunion 
on the most just government in existence? 
nnd should the American System be urged to 
its utmost, will you not destroy the posrrrfu 
energy and strength of your citizens, by taking 
them from the farming pursuits, and shutting' 
them up in your factories? will they not be¬ 
come weak, sickly and effeminate? 

Is it not as plain nnd palpable as a problem in 
Euclid that the farmers and mechanics are 
paying n heavy Inz annually for their cloth¬ 
ing. and every thing they purchase? suppose 
ypu purchase a yard of cloth for aix dollars on 
which a duty of 30 per cent is paid by the 
British manufacturer tor the liberty of export¬ 
ing it to this country, and the American fac¬ 
tor demand the tame price for the aamr quali 
ty cloth, then suppose the duty or Tariff to 
be removed and freo liberty to export to A- 
mrriea, would vou not be able to purchase 
the same cloth for §4 20? Or suppose a me^ 
chime or labourer was to purchase a suit of 
clothes say G yards of cloth at 3 dollars per 
yard, which would be 13 dollars with a tax 
under the Tariff law of 40 per ceat, (as the 
tariff men have put a higher tax on coarse than 
fine cloth], and suppose the tariff wss abolish¬ 
ed, would not this mechanic or labourer be a- 
ble to purchase the tam suit for §7 80—«ay 
log §4 20 tax? then let me ask you if §4 30 is 
not a considerable sum for a poor or rich man 
to throw away to gratify th* ambition ofa few 
monied men who have invested their capital in 
manufactories?! do not pretend to *ay the above 
sums stated are tbe rates of duty, not having 
any documents by me lo guiile, but the prin¬ 
ciple is Hie subject I wish to lay down And 
farther are the manufacturer* even benefitted 
by this opression? lay what duties you please, 
the English will import either at a loss to 
themselves or smuggle in, or evade your law* 
no n* to compete with your domestic fabricks, 
for Gml know* many of them are vilaio# e- 
noagh to do any thing. Have they not eva¬ 
ded the law in bar iron? dIJ they not beat 
down the two end* and prick a few holea in 
tbe liars and send it in ai manufactured iron, 
and with all your protection are Ihe iron mas¬ 
ters making money? no not one of them. But 
you will be told Iron is cheaper, cloth is low 
er, muslin can now he purchased at a reduced 
price, and every thing you purchase is lower. 
True, it is, but this grows out of various ctr- 
cunisltnces of the times, and nMjtlie tariff; and 
whs it removed every thing you purchase 
would stili-b* cheaper. And it you say such is 
not Ihe fact, you must have discovered in those 
days of invention, a naw arithmetical calcu¬ 
lation differing fijw mine, or even the one 
used by the honorable Senator of the United 
State*.

confidence that thu amendments which shall 
ha ve been proposed to the" said Constitution 
till receive an early and mature considera¬ 
tion, we, the said Delegates, in the name and 
in (be behalf of Use |ieople of the State of New- 
York.do, by these presents nssant to, and rat- 


on Soutn Carolina and what she mar do. 

—It depends on her whether she will 
repent her ordinances nod her lews, and 
then there will be no resort to force. 
This did not satisfy him, because- it left 
the destinies of the Stale at the discretion 
of. misguided men. who divided public o- 
pinion In South Carolina, and among 
whom, If the newspaper atatements wore 
to. bo relied no, a great deal ol exasper¬ 
ation existed. • He asked if it was light, 
by adopting riewa ) In reference to^whal 
might happen, to excite the animosity of 
the two contending parties, and thu* to 
precipi ate them into civil war? Would 
it ba discrct ju .him to put a magiaihe 
under Isis house, to which, although he 
himself might note apply a toreh,- some 
Imprudent.servant migh*, and thus dt* 
airoy his house and mangle his family? 
Would he stand exculpn ed in Via own ©• 
pinion, because he had not, by hie own 
hands, applied the torch, but that it had 
been done by an imprudent member ofttie 
family? So, he could not stand excused, 
if, by placing accidental powers in the 
hands of an individual, even of the pre¬ 
sent Chief Magistrate, he should do an act 
which would place our dearcat interests 
In danger. These powers were lodged 
In the hands of the Legislature and-Ex¬ 
ecutive together, and no where else; and 
ho regarded them as too iraportaht to be 
trusted to any single individual. 

Mr. Bibb (ben referred to the opinions 
expressed by the President, in a former 
message concerning the removal of In 
dians, to which lie gave his assent,inas¬ 
much as they repelled the Idea of apply* 
ing force to coerce a State of the Union. 

He might be accused of characterising 
■bis bill too harshly. He requested sen¬ 
ators to read it. Was not that which was 
to be done by the in-.crposi'ion of military 
force, authoi izctl to be dona on the mere 
issuing of the proclamation ol the Presi¬ 


ding, that each dt-parlment may have a will of ify the said Constitution." Sic 
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its own, and, that each be invested .with, the 
constitutional tmeana anti.personal motives to 
resist encroachments of. the other depart¬ 
ments. 

The Federal Government is then represen 
ted ss containing nil the securities of u single 
Republic, by the division* of the several clas¬ 
ses pf Executive, Judicial, and Legislative 
powers, among the-several distinct depart¬ 
ment*; but, also, (bat by the division of pow¬ 
ers. between the State Governments and tM 
Federal Government, each department mil 
srateh the others—each government will have 
n tendency to control itself—and the different 
government* will control each oilier; that this 
Federal Government will be doubly watched 
and controlled by the people, and tba State 
Governments. . 

The lexers of Publius do most explicitly ex¬ 
plain that the Stale Government* were safe¬ 
guard* against the encroachments of llte Fed¬ 
eral Government; not only as being constilu 
ent parts, but fay res too of having a wilt of 
Iboir own, 'capable of watching, capable of 
directing their force, and having the control 
• -of-the nnhtin. 

Tho resotalioiia of Kentucky and Virginia of 
1798, and of Virginia at the session of the Le¬ 
gislature of 1799. concur in ascribing to the 
State'Government* the rightful power to inter: 
.pose to arrest dangerous usurpation* by (he 
Federal Government. 

Here it is convenient to remark that the re¬ 
port and resolutions of the Legislature of Vir¬ 
ginia,. of January, 1814, do not in the least, 
conflict with the resolutions ol .Virginin, of 
' i798 and I709;eiid Kentucky,of 1799 Those 
ol 1810 relate to a proposition from Pennsyl¬ 
vania .10 provide by amendments to the Con¬ 
stitution, for esses of conflicting decisions be¬ 
tween the Stole Courts *nd (he Federal Courts, 
‘l'bose of 1798 and 1799, relate to the deliber¬ 
ate spd palpable usurpation* by (be Federal 
Government, of the dangerous powers, other 
tbim .those delegated. 

The inaugural address of Mr. Jefferson re¬ 
commends ••tba.support of (be State Govern¬ 
ments in nil their rights, a« the most compp 
tent adminiktratprs of our domestic conceros, 
and the bulwarks against anti-republican ted 
denciea." The letter* ol Publius, before the 
State Conventions convened,—(be explaoa 
don's in the Conventions by the advocates of 
tho proposed Constitution; the resolution* of 
Virginia and Kentucky, of 1796 and 1799,and 
tl^o inaugural address of Mr Jefferson, all con¬ 
cur in aucrling the rights of the Stale Govern¬ 
ments to arrest and prevaiit the dangerous u 
sqrpstions of the Federal Government. 

I ask (lie question, Mr. President, (mid Mr. 
JRibb, in continuation,) if we are to make war 
upon n sister State? Are we to clothe the 
President within the' power to mnlce war upon 
ix Stale of this Union? If to, for what cause 
shall an appal*! ta arms be'.made? It is 
deemed to be important, even in regard to 
International war*, .to consider well the-cost 
(rad the result or the conflict, before we en- 
gaga in it; with how much more caution • and 
deliberation should we engage io n civil war- 
in a war,with W member of the confederacy. 
.We ought first to be well assured that war 
presents the only mode of settling the ques 
lion. -1 '■ 

. The high ground which we.havo taken against 
foreign .nations, in demand nothing hut ivhat 
Is our. right, will lie abandoned by the rash 
step proposed to bo taken. Sir, we ebould 
nsx. Have we justice on our side? Why should 
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The reservations of tho State of Abode Isl¬ 
and were of the same tenor; and ho went on 
to read her declaration. He then read the 
declaration which accompanied (be ratification 
of the Constitution by 8. Carolina, which con¬ 
tains an express reservation of the right, on 
the part of the people of that State, to resume 
all th# power* granted by them to the Fede¬ 
ral Government,whenever the same should be 
prosecuted to Iheiroppression. This ralifica 
lion was accepted from her. end the Govern 
ment went intooperation. Mr. U. next advert 
ed to the articles of the old Confederation 
—They declared that (he Union shonld bo 
perpetual, and that no alteration should be 
made in the nrtieles, but by Consent of Con 


den| 


grass, and of tho Legislature of each State of 
the Union Here the compact was declared 
to be perpetual, and yet we undertook to arrest 
it without Ibo consent or any State. The 
Constitution provides that when nine States 
have ratified the Constitution, it shall go into 
operation. Why was the fundamental article 
of the old confederation-violated? How could 
nine Stales be supposed to combine and throw 
the other four out of the Union. They claimed 
the right, under the principles ndopted in the 
Declaration of Independence, to alter, reform, 
and amend their form of government as rourh 
and as often as such eliango was necessary, in 
their opinion, to the right ends of government 
—the interests ol the people. The people ha vo 
an unalienable, indefensible right to make a 
government which shall be adequate to their 
ends Upon this principle it was that tho old 
compact was destroyed, end a new one made. 

We are now about to make war upon a 
Stale, which formed a part of the old confed¬ 
eration. and htcanve a parly to tho new Con¬ 
stitution, with an express reservation ofpowers 
not-expressly delegated hy her, and with the 
reservation of the right of resuming the 
powers which should tie delegated whenever 
they should be; in her opinion, abused to her 
injury. When the Constitution conflicts with 
the principles of our Declaration oflodepcnd. 
ence, the last must prevail. Another absurdity 
we become involved in by resisting the right* 
claimed by S. Carolina. We assent to the 
doctrine that one generation has a right to 
bind-another; and Ibis was one of the principles 
which the Declaration of Independence put 
dpwn. Aro Governments made for the dead 
or for the living? Who is to obverve the secret 
spring* and the practical operation of the 
Government hut the living? The dead heed 
them not. Mr. B asked if it was possible that 
the people of tbe Slates, in adopting this 
Constitution could bare intended to surrender 
absolutely and for ever the rights which they 
had obtained by a revolution. So well did 
they understand the difficulty of shaking off 
the powers which once enchained us, and so 
jealous were they of their newly acquired 
freedom, that they took care to say, in (be 
Constitution, that the power* not delegated by 
them, were reserved to t barn setvee, - - 

What if 8. Carolina be mistaken. Shall 
we make war upon heron account of liar mi* 
take? Shall we resort at onfo to measures of) 
force, such a* are never used bat ix desperate 
rases? Ue admitted that 8. Carolina bad*ac¬ 
ted reality and with precipitancy, and bad 
gone to extremities before the chance of con¬ 
ciliation had gone by. Now wa declare war 
upon her for the precipitancy with which she 
has adopted measures for her relief from the 
oppressive enactment* of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, Such bad qot been our course of 
contluet in regard to forego nation*. We had 
negotiated, with forbearance, patience, nod « 
confidence in (be ultimate justice of oih«r na 
(ions Mr, Bibb took aview or (he difficulties 
which we have bad at different times, with 
Great Britain and France, in illustration of bis 
posiiioft. 

If the State of South Carolina had been 


Waa this to be done immediately? 
No, the net was contingent on a state of 
things which was very indefinitely de¬ 
scribed. Thus there Was a discretion 
vested in the President, which to 111 
mind was very inconsistent with sound 
legislation,whenever the President should 
foel himself called on to npply the nilli 
tary force, he would have to issue his or- 
dora to distant officers, who could not bo 
acting on their own responsibility. He 
was opposed to this, and should taiao his 
voice against such legislation. 

It seemed to him that on looking at this 
law, and comparing it with one which 
had been stamped with public odium and 
desecration, it appeared to be very ainii 
lar in its provisions. He alluded to tjie 
sedition law-, which bed been put dowq 
by tbe people in the majesty of ihclr pow. 
er This bill was too much like the one 
he had designated in many of its features 

He had another objection to this bill- 
H* had a dislike to prison ships. Ho had 
heard loo much of the Jersey prison ship, 
and lie wanted no South Carolina nrison 


eminent, again and again. The leaders 
wpro.subdued, and many of the Senators 
"f hlo-puriy, *nd many of the people ware 
likes or killed. Tho conquered provin¬ 
ces sent ambassadors to Home, and when 
ihcte ambassadors appeared, the Consul 
•*1*^ them-—wlisi punishment did 

they deserve? The answer of the am- 
baasador* was—such punishment a* he 
tleagtfga who contends (or liberty, It 
was.demanded of them by me Senate, 
whether, if terms of ponew were granted 
!hcw » "‘ft*? would abide faithfully by 
(hem? They replied, emphatically, that 
if tbe ternti were good end just, they 
-would faithfully abide by ihem, and ih'e 
peace should ba perpetual; but if they 
ware unjust, the peace could barely 
last until they could return to their 
hotnet to toll (bo people what they 
were. The Roman Senate were pleaied 
with the epirit which waslhus exhibited, 
declaring that they who thus contend¬ 
ed for freedom, were worthy to be Homan 
eitieens, and gave them ell which they 
demanded. 

He. wished, then, an American Senate 
to imitate their noble example. It was 
a caute worthy of imitation. He invok¬ 
ed the Senile to aift the complaints of 
South Carolina, for they alone were wor¬ 
thy to be American citieens, who con 
united tc »l<n»»ly for tho principle* of ci¬ 
vil Itbctty, *nd are not fit subject* to be 
denounced and accursed. 

He entreated ■ lie Senate to go serious¬ 
ly into'sn examination of the matter, and 
to treat this State as she ought to be treat 
ed; lo^ive ear to her complaints, to con 
suit Iter wishes, and to reason with horj 
and thy. to act as every generous man 
would act in the consciousness of hi* own 
superior strength, and under the obliga¬ 
tion of justice. It became them to act 
cautiously, prudently, and With the for 
bear*(Ike of a natural parent. He would 
not frifli thil Government should raise it* 
sacrilegious hand against one of tbe mo¬ 
thers oiour Confederacy, and thus stamp 
inlamy an our history; but he would in¬ 
culcate on the Senate to follow the divine 
precept V»f the Saviour of mankind,' who 
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had cbmmanded to forgive other* their 
ircoptikes, *1 we hope that ours shall be 
forgjVyjb. They were all to remember 
that they were amenable to that fountain 
ol jtiktidii and truth, from which this be- 
nigoam c'ommaftd emanated; and on that 
great end solemn day. when nations and 
men ihpll together be suminonedm judg- 
ment,they could ask to be forgiven^ as, 
they,Rad forgiven ot hors. He hoped that 
the great Ruler of the Uttivere would so 
dispose tbe Senate, that'the offending *U* 
ter might be forgiven, and that thus the 
harmony and security of the Union might 
be perpetuated.

Government,' In rofarced the Senate to 
this bill to show the spirit fn which it had 
been eifswered. II bed been seid that 
whether force Is to be employed or uot 
would depend on South Uarblina. He 
Would observe that if any single act of 
war had been committed by South Caro 
linn, it had ns yet been only committed 
on pvphr. Her ordinance* and laws 
were still on her stature book; but no act 
had bean done by which th* officers of the 
two Government* could be brought into 
collision.

Why was 
he not authorized to Use the fort, or some 
place which was more distinctly speci 
fied? lie presumed that prisoners would 
be taken on board these ship*,and proba¬ 
bly they would be tried there; for he did 
not know to what jurisdiction it wa* pro¬ 
posed to transfer them. He desired to 
enter bis protest against these prison 
hips; and he entreated the Judiciary 
Committee not to stamp the bill with so 
odious a character. 

The bill was also objectionable, in bis 
view, because it looked too like the riot 
act, named hy many in Great Britain the 
‘•black act.” There was nothing defin¬ 
ing the number of persons necessary to 
constitute a riot. It was not stated whe¬ 
ther the persons assembled must be arm 
ed, for (lie bill used the phraseology, 
‘armed nr in any other manner.” He 
here read an' extract from Blacktione, 
page 143. describing the riot act. If the 
present bill was not an net of war,he could 
not but regard it a* a riotous, he begged 
pardon, he meant a riot act, operating- 
like the British act, to quell a riot, with 
out defining, as that act did, what wa* i 
riot. It was left to the direction of the 
President to define it before any thing 
was done, but whenever there was an in¬ 
tention to resist thO laws. 

It appeared tn him that Congress had 
-not the constitutional power to past this 
bill, and If they had, that it would be by 
nn meant expedient to pass it and tbii* 
to assert their power by inflicting war a> 
gainst a State, and l>y placing a maga 
xine wheye nn unguarded torch from an 
unguarded hand-might set the Whole in a 
blaze. If Chngrcss had ,i|te power, he 
would not consent to make war on a sis 
ter State for a mistake. He would first 
takethe beam out of hit own eye, that he 
might see to take the mote out of that of 
South Carolina. 

Instead of pasting this bill, he wished 
the Senate to act iu that spirit of amity 
and conciliation, and compromise which 
gave rise to the Federal Constitution.— 
The Constitution ass made in (bet spirit. 
In that aplrlt it wan conceived and brought 
forth. And that waa the vital spark that 
animated it. It was the life blood of the 
Constitution itself, and If they content to 
spill that, they would spill it for all polit 
lest purposes, as Totally aa when the stab 
of the dagger leta out the heart's blood 
of man, canting the most excrutialing 
agony and death.

SUPERIOR COURT. 
i:or Hoyt, vs. Beverly [Faugh. John Emory, 
JValhan Bangs, and James Collanl. 

This was an action brought against the do 
Pendants, (of whom Mr. Emory is one of the 
Bishops, Mr. Bangs and Mr. Waugh minis 
ten, and Mr. Coll,ml a lay preacher of the 
Mothodist Episcopal Society,) for an alleged 
libel In a weekly paper called “The Christian 
Advocate and Journal, and Zions Herald," 
published in this city, nnd contained in the 
number issued on the JOtli of September, 
1830. 

A brief statement of the principal facts dc 
veloped during the trial will he given without 
distinguishing on what side they were given in 
evidence. The General Conference of the 
Methodist Church of the UmleiLStates, about 


lifly years ago, formed an establishment at 
Philadelphia, (afterwards removed to, and ev 
er since located in this city.) known as “the 
Book Concern” for the dissemination ofreli 
gious knowledge, by means of books, tracts, 
newspapers, &.<?, tho profits of which were to 
bu applied,to ihe support of the superannuated 
and wom out itinerant preuchcrs of the socie¬ 
ty, their wives, widows, and orphans, uud to 
certain other charitable purposes.—The capi¬ 
tal now invested is about $100,00(', and the 
income annually appropiiatcd to (be above 
eb iritiss may be estimated at from $15,000 to 
$20,000. The establishment is nmnaged by 
agents appointed from the Methodist Clergy 
by the General Conference; and under their 
immediate superintendence, the various works 
(including the Weekly paper above mention¬ 
ed) issued from (he Book concern, arc publish¬ 
ed. 'These publications on account of the 
charities contemplated are deemed to poin 
mend themselves to the special p atro nage of 
rtwr-Mertioiitsi society in prTOWtceftrsuch w 
arc set on foot by individuals for their privntc 
emolument; in consequence of which, the 
concern has long bad a monopoly of certain 
works, (and particularly of Ihe Methodist 


August on the cylinder press. The impres¬ 
sion was faulty in tho extreme; and, tho nb- 
seiit agents returning home III- same day, this 
insubordination of (he plaintiff, attended as it 
was hv a result so injorious, in their appre¬ 
hension, to tho credit of the paper, was made 
the occasion of his sudden and immediate dis- 1 
mission from their employment The cause 
of this failure was said to be merely a defect 
in the composition rollers, which being recast, 
tho constructors requested permission to make 
another experiment with a view to the pur¬ 
chase of the press for the concern, pursuant 
to the expectations with which it had been 
constructed. This, however, was refused by 
■the agents, who had determined to have no¬ 
thing more to do with the press. It was there¬ 
fore removed, and hat never since been used, 
for (lie want, as the conslructors alleged, of 
patronage and funds. It bad cost them about 
$2,700; uud, for this, and damages alleged to 
have been sustained from its rejection, they 
commenced an action in March 1821), against 
the agents, Emory Waugh, by writ, on 
wliirh the latter was arrested and held lo hail 
in the sum of $12 000 The attorney who 
brought tho suit, testified that ho was retain¬ 
ed by, and received his instructions from Short 
only, and was not rert.ain that ho ever saw or 
conversed with Hoyt on the subject. The 
plaintifTs, however.omitted to bring their cause 
tu trial; noil suffered judgment as in case of 
nonsuit to pass against them. 

Hoyt being thus thrown out of business, and 
labouring, as was averred, under Ihe ban of 
the managers of this powerful institution, hail 
recourse lo a small grocery for tho support of 
his family— a business to which he had not 
been bred, anil which proved to be unprofita¬ 
ble. In 18.10 Sylvantis Hoyt, the brother of 
Ihe plaintiff, also a printer, under Ihe firm of 
S. Hojt, & Co.,- hut who the partner was, 
did not appear—published a stereotype edition 
of the hymn book, as formerly threatened by 
the plaintiff. The Methodist Hymn Book 
consists of a selection by the Bishops from 
the Hymns of Wesley and others. Its estab¬ 
lished price hail been filly six cents; at which 
it always commanded a brisk and extensive 
sale. Tim edition ofS. Hoyt Sc Co., contain¬ 
ed upwards of n hundred additional hymns, 
and was to be alforded at thirty-three anil a 
third cents. It suited their purpose—whether 
lu render it a portable and convenient volume, 
us they averred, or to deceive purchasers, as 
was contended on (he part of the defendants— 
to make their liouk correspond exactly with 
"Ihe genuine official hymn book'' in size, in 
outward appearance, in the arrangement of 
matter, (except Ihe imprint) of the title page, 
and in the number of pages. Of course it had 
to be printed more compactly, or wills smaller 
type; and as in Ihe service of tho Methodist 
church, thu hymns are given out. not by their 
number, but by tho page on which they stand, 
it became necessary so to distribute tho new 
hymns, that the old ones should occupy the 
same pages in this, that they did in the “otfi- 
cial’’ edition. To overcome this formidable 
ditliculty was tho task of the plaintiff, who 
(though proved not to have belonged to the 
firm of B. Hoyt, tk. Co.) was employed by ilicm 
lo superintend the setting of tho types, nnd 
the correction of the .proof*: for which he ui.s

In 1323, the plaintiff, a member of (he Me¬ 
thodist church, was, and had bnen for some 
yitars, at tho head of ihe printing establishment 
employed by the concern—an industrious uml 
thriving man, much confided in liy the agents 
fur his rectitude of character, and giving entire 
satisfaction by his skill and attention to busi- 
ness. In the course of tbat’year, however, he 
became possessed with the idea of certain 
magnificent results lo be expected from the 
use ofu newly inventedcyliadrical press which 
In- wished to have introduced into the estab¬ 
lishment, amt iu pursuance of this scheme 
cuuiwd a tvooden model press lo be brought lo 
the printing otficc for experiments. It would 
seem that the press had not yet been brought 
lo perfection; but that Ihe experiments inspir¬ 
ed the agents with a favorable opinion of the 
I invention; and that on several occasions they 
expressed an intention to have it introduced 
into the concern, in case it should finally sue 
ccecd.

are not Republican now, they were not 
then, mid tho Administration that carried 
on 'lie war with Great Britain was not 
a Republican Administration. If the ar¬ 
guments of the honourable Senators were 
to prevail with him, they would but con¬ 
vince him of Iris having been under a 
long delusion. He had thought, all along, 
that this government was a monument of 
human -isdom; he had admired its 
strength and its beauty, afitl its founda¬ 
tions as firm as the everlasting hills.— 
But now, it socmed, from the arguments 
of gentlemen, (hat lie had laboured under 
a hallucination, and that what he had sup¬ 
posed to be a stable government was a 
crumbling masr, tottering to its ruin, fall¬ 
ing apart under its own cumbrous weight 
Under the influence of such representa¬ 
tions, he said, he fell gloomy and heavy 
of heart. Have I, said he, been deluded 
or uot in this matter? Is there any effec¬ 
tive power in this government to irain- 
tnln itself, or is ;t to be subjected to the 
power of its members? ’I his was th* 
question now to be decided—ho regret¬ 
ted the necessity of trying it at this lime 
—but it could not be avoided. 

Before he proceeded further, Mr. H 
said he must request the Senator from 


ing and maintaining the Civil authority. 
The authority of the U. Statea (said he) 
is that which we represent here, and if it 
be resisted by any spurious authority, it 
is then our duly to sustain it by whatever 
measure may be necessary. In reply to 
the question asked by the same gentle¬ 
man, whether the Senate were willing o 
.extend ihc Executive power, Mr. H. said 
that Ihe grekt danger from the Execu¬ 
tive branch of the Government was its ir¬ 
responsibility; and (hat it would be recol¬ 
lected, that, in the matter of removal* 
and appointments to office, when he and 
his friends, who were opposed to the ex¬ 
tension by construction of the Executive 
power, were desirous to enquire into the 
cause or the removal of competent offi¬ 
cers, they were not permitted by the Sen¬ 
ator front North Carolina and hia friend* 
to do so, because, forsooth, the President, 
in removing Ihem, had acted upon high 
lesponsibility. It was not a little singu¬ 
lar that those, who then contended that 
the President wee subject o no respon¬ 
sibility but his own unbounded discretion, 
should now bo found trembling with ap¬ 
prehension at the idea of trusting him 
with any discretion whatever. 

Without further preliminary, Mr. H. 
said, lie would come to the question in 
controversy, which he considered to bo 
this, and plainly this: In the conflic tff 
power between the U. S.ates, and any 
single Slate, who is -he final and effect¬ 
ual umpire? Wlta' authority can decide, 
when these disagree, and maze iis decis¬ 
ion effectual? Had he stated the ques¬ 
tion fairly? Yea, he said, that must come, 
and there was no going between it—no 
intermediate course by which it could bo 
escaped. The Constitution lias estab¬ 
lished no umpire for such a case; and, 
when the cot flict comes, the question 
must be decided, who is the final power 
to judge it? My ground is, Ihen, said 
Mr. H that (his power must of necessity, 
be vested in the government of the Uni- 
• ed States—not in the Executive, but in 
the whole government—and that it must 
have the puwer to execute its decisions, 
or else it is a nullity, lluw then did tho 
case now stand? The power of the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States to lay im¬ 
posts, it was welt known, was an exclu¬ 
sive power. Tho States were prohibited 
the exercise of it without the asicni of 
Congress. If the power exists at all, it 
is exclusive in ihe government of the U- 
niled States Now, he asked the-power, 
being grained to the United States, „nd 
prohibited to the States, can tho S atea 
control the exercise ofit? Mr H went 
on to argue thut it could not be a con¬ 
current power. Nor could ii be an al¬ 
ternate power, that may bo excicixed ei¬ 
ther by the General or the State Goveia - 
meut. Suppose, he said, that the United 
States were to arrest a man for treason, 
convict and hang him for resitting its 
laws, it would be a very useleak thing for 
a State Government to take up the caso 
acd determine lo unhang the man—at 
least if they did, it would be or very lit¬ 
tle use to the dead man. The power, 
being in the gox*. rninent of the United 
Status, itiust be an exclusive power, the 
exercise of which no State had a right to 
obstruct.

The 
serpent that entered the garden of Eden had 
been touched by the spear ol Ithuriul, and was 
exposed in bis naked deformity. 

The Hon. Senator from Kentucky, had spo 
ken of (lie ruin thut would seize on ilm manu 
fuctuiers hy too sudden a reduction ofthe pro 
tecting duties. We, sir, said Air. F. do not de¬ 
sire their ruin; we do not wish to see (hear ut¬ 
terly prostrate; nor do we proposo any such 
sudden ahnndoment of the protective system 
as to result in their injury. All we want is to 
he satisfied that our burdens are to he reliev 
ed. But, sir, those who do not deserve any 
forbearance ut our hands, may well propose 
terms so advantageous to themselves, when 
they knuw they aro in danger of loosing ull 
they gain from the system. Suppose the pro 
pie ofthe South had, at this time, as (hey cn 
douhtedly will, this tariff subject, under their 
control, lluvo (lie manufacturers a right to 
complain, should the protective sys'.em be at 
once und entirely abolished? Did they, when 
they had the power in their hands, listen tu 
Ihu complaints uf Ihe south ? The evils result 
ing from this tariff sjslem were greater than 
could hu repaid hy any benefits resulting from 
a thousand tariffs. It had produced discord 
betw een brother mid brother, and arrayed sec¬ 
tion against secli in. Believing'hat Ihe bill 
was nut likely to result in any good, and that 
one of its clauses were in violation of tho con¬ 
stitution of the Unsled Stales, he aliouid be 
constrained to volu against granting leave lo 
introduce it. 

Mr. Smith was opposed to extending the 
time for Ihe reiluctiun beyond four yeais, Ibo 
term of an administration.
